Aged Veteran Is Charged 


With Killing Wife 


Near Foreman 


AJHDOWN, July 28.—(A1}—The sec- 


ond trial of George W. Davis, 55-ycar- 
jld itinerant worker and South Amer- 
can war pensioner, on a second de- 
gree murder charge, following the 
•hiding of the body of his wife in an 
abandoned well near Foreman several 
weeks ago was postponed in Little 
River circuit court until Sept. 8.

former trial of Davis had deliberated 
for several hours and failca to agree.

Davis is charged with beating his

Another Crop for which Hempstead 
County, Arkansas, is gradually bo- 
coming famous. 


Tomato growing has become quite 


an industry in northern Hempstead 
county within the past few years/Be- 
ginning by planting enough to ship 
only a few cars the acreage gradually 


will be was increased until this season the' 


highest point was reached wh£n ap- 
proximately four hundred acres were 
put into cultivation along the route of 
the Prescott & Northwestern railroad. 
This railroad serves the territory of 
north Hempstead county as a means 


J of transport for the truck. grown there 
to the main line of the Missouri Pa- 
cific railroad at Prescott. . 


The year 1929 was a suecessful year 


for the tomato growers of the 'terri- 
tory, many growers realizing substan- 
tial profits from their acreage. Not a 
single case was reported where a 
grower lost on this crop. The north- 
ern and eastern buyers were amazed 
at the qualify of the product received 
from South Arkansas. Under favor- 
able conditions the same thing would 
,have happened this season, but the 
exertme dry summer has cut both 
the production and the quality, of the 
crop, although the price is said to 
have held up remarkably well. 


By no means is the season of 1930 


a fair test as to the quantity or qual- 
ity of what can be produced under 
favorable 
growing 
conditions. 
At 


planting time the ground was too dry 
and most all growers had to dig 
trenches in a shady spot, keeping their 
plants in these trenches, and keep 
them watered to-keep them alive un- 
til the' rain finally came. After trans- 
planting them in the fields there has 
been little or no rain fall on the crop 
since. Some sections of this territory 
has not had any rairi for nine weeks. 
It might be said that the tomato crop 
was made without rain. 


Shipping Season 


The shipping season began about 


the 20th of June and hah continued 
until this week. It is possible, how- 
ever, that a few more cars will be 
shipped from the entire trritory. Ap- 


proximately fifty car loads Have been 
shipped during the 1930 season, where- 
as. under 
favorable con t ions this| 


amount would have been many times 
larger. 


Planting 


Plants from which the tomatoes are 


grown in this section are practically 
all shipped here from Texas. The 
plants when they arrive are between 
six 
and 
ten 
inches in highth. If 


weather conditions arc favorable they 
are immediately transplanted in the 
fields. Planting Js made in rows from 
four to six feet apart and the plants 
are placed ahout three to four feet 
apart in the rows. When the plants 
get anywhere from one and one half I 
to two feet in highth some of the 
growers drive stakes beside each Mil 
in order to keep the plants erect and 
to hold up the crop of tomatoes out 
of the dirt. A few growers 
in 
the 


territory grow their own plants but 95 
per cent of them arc shipped here. 


Cultivation 


The tomato crop is cultivated much 


in the same manner as corn. Some of 
the growers use barnyard manure as 
a fertilizer, while others use a good 
grade of commercial. The most pro- 
gressive of the growers go through 
their tomato fields once or twice dur- 
ing the growing season and prune the 
vines, keeping all the suckers pinch- 
ed off, thus leaving one main stem. 
This ' produces much larger, earlier, 
and 
perfect fruit. The Mari- 
more 


globe variety is grown almost exclus- 
ively in this territory. It is a deep 
red tomato, medium in size and is not- 
ed for its good keeping qualities. 


Packing 


Tomatoes from this section are pack- i 


ed in what is called a "lugg." All of 
the tomatoes shipped are packed in 
the same size lugg, but amount 01
